During energy crisis hear 
ings last month by the Senate 
Permanent Subcommittee on 
Investigations, I called atten 
tion to skyrocketing retail pri 
ces on propane, and pointe dout 
that price increases on this 
fuel were entirely out of line 
with increases in other areas 

At that time Mr. William 
Simon, Administrator of the 
Federal Energy Office, pro 
mised me that he would look 
into this situation and do some; 
thing about it. On January 30 
he issued a set of new regula 
tions but these fall far short 


* of meeting the problem 


The wholesale cost of pro- 
pane has increased up to 350 
percent to most dealers in 
Alabama, and the selling price 
to customers has doubled and 
The st- 
range part is that up to 65 
percent of propane is refined 
from natural gas which has 
had only a relatively slight 
price increase up to now. Only 
about 35 percent of propane 
comes from crude oil and most 
of this comes from domestic 
crude which has been under 
price controls. Obviously even 
though propane is only a small 
part of the oil barrel, making 
up about 2 percent of a barrel, 
it is bearing an unbalanced part 
of the gost of oil. 

More than 300,000 Alabama 
customers are served by pro- 
pane dealers, and some one 
million Alabamians -- about 
one-third of our people -- use 
this fuel in some way and are 
affected by these price increa- 
ses For many Alabamians, 
living on low or fixed incomes, 
the high. cost of propane 1s not 
just stretching their budgets, it 
is bursting them 

Under Cost of Living Coun- 
cil regulations the propane 
dealer is only allowed to pass 
on increased costs, so the deal- 
ers are not making any extra 
profit out of these higher pri- 
ces. The heart of the matter 
lies in the way wholesale pri 
ces are set, and the new Fed- 
eral Energy Office regulations 
simply freeze the price at the 
highest ‘evel in history and 
does nothing to help the mil 
lions of Americans affected by 
the previous raises 

Last week, along with other 
members ofthe Senate Agricul 
ture Committee, I wrote Mr 
Simon urging a new formula

tion and bring better balance to 
overall pricing of petroleum 
products Each oil company 
would be allowed to select its 
most favorable price charged 
during a period 30 days before 
and 30 days after January 1, 
1973, -- a year back, in other 
words -- in effect rolling back 
the price level. Increases from 
that point would be based on a 
dollar-for-dollar pass-through 
of inereased costs of crude 
petroleum, raw natural gas 
and processing costs as they 
proportionately relate to pro- 
pane at the wholesale level, 
This formula would accurately 
reflect each product's fair 
share of a barrel of crude, 
including a fair margin of pro- 
fit for the refiner while, at 
the same time, giving much 
needed price relief to millions 
of Americans who depend on 
propane for their heating needs.

tant. There are hundreds of 
tomato varieties, but not all 
of them are nematode resis- 
tant and not all are recom- 
mended for Coffee County. 

Another thing that Smith 
mentioned was the nutritive 
value of collards, According 
to Smith most folks don’t like 
to smell them cooking, but

BILL DICKINSON 
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URGES DISAPPROVAL 
OF CONGRESSIONAL 
PAY RAISES 


Contained in President 
Nixon’s $304 billion budget for 
Fiscal Year 1975 are provis- 
ions which would create 22,200 
full-time government jobs, give 
an October pay raise to white 
collar government civilians and 
military personnel anda three- 
step, 23 percent pay raise be- 
ginning next month for Con 
gressmen, judges and political 
appointees 

For five years there has been 
a decline in the number of Fed- 
eral employees, which I con 
sidered a most healthy trend. 
lam very disappointed that the 
President has chosen to make 
the bureaucracy’s paper bog 
even bigger 

The exact amount of the gen- 
eral pay raise for Federal wor- 
kers and military personnel has 
not yet been determined. We 
will know how large the raise 
will be this summer after a 
Bureau of Labor Statistics sur 
vey is completed 

As for the proposed Congres- 
sional pay raise, this latest 
backdoor attempt to increase 
Congressional salaries is cer- 
tainly reminiscent of last July 
when the President's blue rib- 
bon Commission on Executive, 
Legislative and Judicial Sala- 
ries recommended a pay raise 
for Congressmen, judges and 
political appointees. We were 
successful in getting the rec- 
emi lation rescinded, 

time the President’s 

Numission recommended an 
» mediate 25 percent pay in- 
crease for top officials. To 
the President's credit, he was 
able to seale that down to 7.5 
percent this year, another 7.5 
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percent in 1975 and another 7.5 
percent in 1976. : 

Congress must once again 
reject any pay increase. We, 
the Members of the Congress 
knew what the job paid when we 
filed for the office. To me 
this constitutes a contract be- 
tween a Member and his con- 
stituents to serve in the Con- 
gress for two years at the 
present salary. Furthermore, 
as leaders of this country, we 
cannot accept an inflationary 
raise in pay and ask people all 
over the country to do their 
part in holding the line against 
this inflationary spiral that th- 
reatens our very economic sys- 
tem. 

We need a chance this year 
to vote straight up or down on 
the issue. That is why on 
February 7, 1974, 1 introduced 
a resolution that will disap- 
prove the recommendations for 
a salary increase. Ifthe House 
does not vote on this resolu- 
tion, the recommendations of 
the blue ribbon panel contained 
in the budget will go into ef- 
fect within 30 days. To pre- 
vent this law by inaction, 1 
also signed a discharge peti- 
tion which would force the mat- 
ter of the pay raise resolution 
out of committee and to the 
House Floor where a vote could 
be taken on the issue, 

If Congressmen wanta raise, 
they should be forced to vote 
up or down on the issue so 
the folks back home will know 
how they feel, Whenthis meas 
ure comes up for a vote, I will 
vote NOT to accept a salary 
increase for myself, federal 
judges or political appointees

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE 
CITY OF ELBA, ALABAMA, 
as follows 

Section 1. That all fines im- 
posed by the Recorder shall 
be paid in lawful money of the 
United States of America 

Section 2 That all fines, 
penalties, forfeitures and re- 
coveries for violation of any law 
or ordinance of the City of 
Elba shall be for the use and 
benefit of the City of Elba un- 
less otherwise expressly pro- 
vided. 

Section 3. That upon con- 
viction in the Recorder’s Court 
of the City of Elba for a vio- 
lation of any ordinance of the 
City of Elba, there shall be 
taxed against the Defendant, as 
court costs, the sum of Thir- 
teen and No/100 ($13.00) Dol- 
lars, provided further that inall 
cases which are nol prossed 
before conviction the court 
may, in the discretion of the 
Recorder, tax all costs. All 
costs taxed as herein provided 
shall be collected by the Clerk 
and paid into the City of Elba 
Treasury, and said costs shall 
be in addition to any officer’s 
fees provided by law. The 
costs in every case tried be- 
fore the Recorder shall be 
entered on a trial docket and 
in no case shall any person 
be entitled to any fees unless 
such fees are clearly set out on 
the docket, and it shall be the 
duty of the Recorder to en- 
force this provision.

AN ORDINANCE AMENDING 
SECTIONS 2 & 3 OF ORDI- 
NANCE NO. 1968-5 OF THE 
City of Elba LEVYING A

1. Section 2 of Ordinance 
No. 1968-5 of the City of Elba 
which was adopted by the City 
Council and approved by the 
Mayor of the said City on 
September 23, 1968 is hereby 
amended so that the said Sec- 
tion 2 shall read in its en- 
tirety as follows 

Section 1 For the privi- 
lege of engaging or continuing 
within the city in the business 
activities hereinafter referred 
to, there is hereby levied, in 
addition to all other taxes of 
every kind now imposed by law, 
and shall be collectedas herein 
provided, a privilege or license 
tax against the person on ac- 
count of the business activi- 
ties and in the amounts to be 
determined by the application 
of rates against gross proceeds 
of sales, or gross receipts, as 
the case may be, as follows 


(a) Uponevery person, firm 
or corporation engaged or con- 
tinuing within the City in the 
business of selling at retail 
any tangible personal property 
whatsoever, including merch- 
andise and commodities of ev- 
ery kind and character (not 
including, however, bonds or 
other evidence of debt or sto- 
cks, nor sale or sales of mat-

ges, ships and other watercraft 
of over fifty tons burden), an 
amount equal to one percent 
(1%) of the gross proceeds 
of sales of the business except 
where a different amount is 
expressly provided herein;

(d) Upon every person, 
firm or corporation engaged or

production of agricultural pro- 
duce or products, livestock, or 
poultry on farms, and the parts 
of such machines, machinery, 
or equipment, attachments and 
replacements therefor which 
are made or manufactured for 
use on or in the operation of 
such machine, machinery, or 
equipment, and which are nec- 
essary to and customarily used 
in the operation of such ma- 
chine, machinery, or equip- 
ment, an amount equal to one 
fourth of one percent (1/4%) 
of the gross proceeds of the 
sale thereof. The one fourth 
of one percent (1/4%) rate here- 

in prescribed with respect to 
parts, attachments, and re- 
placements shall not apply to 
any automotive vehicle or trail- 
er designed primarily for pub- 
lic highway use’, except farm tr- 
ailers used primarily in the 
production and harvesting of 
agricultural commodities. Wh- 
ere any used machine, machin- 
ery, or equipment, which is 
used in planting, cultivating, 
and harvesting farm products, 
or used in connection with the 
production of agricultural pro- 
duce or products, livestock, and 
poultry on farms is taken in

gin fermenting in your digestive 
system.

Then comes lunch, You're hun- 
gry — and yet you're not.

CAN’T THINK STRAIGHT 


“That holds you until about 
3:30, when you begin to feel so 
worn out and dispirited that you 
realize you'd better get some- 
thing to eat if you want to keep 
going until dinnertime. More pie, 
or maybe a piece of cake, a 
candy bar, or a soft drink. 

By the time you drag yourself 
home and get through a dinner 
that is a repetition of all your 
day’s dietary sins (white bread, 
sugared coffee, perhaps a dish 
with rice or spaghetti or maca- 
roni, and a starchy heavy des- 
-sert) you are more convinced 
than ever you're getting old. 

You can’t think straight any 
more; your job seems to take 
more and more out of you every 
day; there’s no energy left in 
you for leisure hour activities; 
and you are sleeping poorly. 


I-could go on being ‘‘clairvoy- 
ant” and trace your footsteps to 
the kitchen before bedtime for

“But we must have carbohy- 
drates for energy” you say. 


CONSIDER THE ESKIMO 


You are only half correct. 
While it’s true that the sole func- 
tion of carbohydrates is to pro- 
vide heat and energy, what 
about the Eskimos who eat noth- 
ing except meat and fish — pro- 
tein foods?

How then, if the Eskimos in 
remote areas never eat anything 
except protein foods, can their 
bodies receive the fuel and en- 
ergy which carbohydrates pro- 
vide? 

Every human body has been 
given the power to convert food 
protein into either body protein 
or energy sugars. Actually, 
type of carbohydrate produced! 
in the body from food protein 
yields more heat and energy 
than any of the carbohydrate 
foods you eat, 

When you get enough proteins 
you need never worry about get- 
ting enough carbohydrates, Your 
big worry should be not to eat 
too much carbohydrates. 


PROTEIN COMPLETE FOOD 


Not only do high-starch meals 
overload the stomach and place 
an unnecessary strain on the 
heart, they are also predisposing 
factors in many ailments and 
serious diseases that appear in 
later years. 

There is good scientific cause 
for believing that too much 
starch in the diet helps build up 
those unwanted deposits of chol- 
esterol in the arteries, causing 
them to harden and become brit- 
tle to the point where a rupture 
brings on a fatal heart attack or 
a brain hemorrhage. 

Heavy starch-eaters are also 
more susceptible to sinus and 
respiratory infections than are 
those who limit their carbohy- 


sored by the county commi- 
ssions and soils and water con- 
servation districts in Barbour, 
Coffee, Covington, Crenshaw, 
Dale, Geneva, Henry, Houston, 
and Pike counties.

drate intake to the sugars and 
starches found in natural foods

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CITY SCHOOLS TO LOSE COUNTY BUS TRANSPORTATION NEXT FALL 


Letter Explaining 


Bus Transportation 


The Coffee County School 
Board will not supply school 
bus transportation into the Elba 
City Schools after the current 
school year ending in May. 

Forty-four percent of the 
1775 students attending Elba 
City Schools are now riding the 
County School busses; 414 stu- 
dents outside the city and 376 
within the city limits. The 
bussed students come from the 
zoned areas shown on the ac- 
companying map. 

Without school bus transpor- 
tation potential changes can be 


ig expected for all students living 


in or out of the Elba city limits; 
the school itself; teachers; the 
community, and the business 
in the local trade area. 

The students remaining inthe 
Elba City Schools would also 
see changes; assume that the 
400 students outside the city 
limits went to other schools, 
then the teaching faculty would 
be reduced by 14 teachers. 
(The State Department of Edu- 
cation allows one teacher unit 
for every 28 students.) The 
reduction in students would 
force curriculum changes, es- 
pecially in the high school. 
For example, the reduced stu- 
dent load may limit the num- 
ber of science classes or for- 
eign languages that could be 
offered, and thus have a direct 
effect on the college bound stu- 
dent. Courses such as ROTC, 
that teach leadership, disci- 
pline, responsibility and other 
character building traits must 
have 100 pupils to keep the 
unit or it will be lost com- 
pletely. The reduced students 
might also affect the Voca- 
tional and other Federal pro- 
grams. 

The quality of the school 
programs would also suffer 
because the monies coming 


into the school would be gr- 
eatly reduced. The money*foes 
¢ Where the child goes; education 
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funds come down from the state 
level by a formula based onthe 
Average Daily Attendance inthe 
school. Last year the schools 
received approximately $325 
for each child in daily attend- 
ance. Multiply that figure by 
400 lost students and you can 
readily see the financial loss 
to the school. 

Hardships would also be pla- 
ced on many children living in 
the city with no readily avail- 
able transportation to school, 
especially in,/bad weather. The 
many others coming in more 
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cars would cause even more 
traffic congestion and its in- 
herent danger to the pupils than 
is now evidenced. 

The community might lose a 
source of young people well- 
trained in welding, commercial 
sewing, auto mechanics and 
other classes that could be 
added to our new Area Voca- 
tional School. The local busi- 
nessmen in town might lose the 
$114,800 annually paid in sal- 
aries should 14 teachers be 
lost?® Should these teachers 
haye to move to another town 
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to teach, an even greater fin- 
ancial loss to the community 
would occur. s 

As in many families, busi- 
nesses, churches and other gr- 
oups, money is the problem. 
By some busses running two 
routes, seven busses with a 
capacity of 60 students each 
would do the job. The seven 
busses, if bought new, cost 
$8,683 each for a total initial 
cost of $60,781. 

This is quite a sum of money 
and can only be met by taking 
away from school programs 
now in effect. 

The State Education Depart- 
ment sends transportation 
monies down to the schools. 
The 1972-73 allowance was $41 
per transported student. Chil- 
dren two miles or more from 
the school are eligible for the 
transportation allowance even 
though they may live within the 
city limits. If 600 students 
(400 from the county and 200 
within the city) were eligible, 
this would bring in $24,600 
annually. These monies must 
pay for drivers, adults - $165 
per month, student drivers -

The trans- 
portation allowance, although 
designed to pay the operating 
expenses and the replacement 
of old busses, is not doing the 
job in the face of rising costs 
today. This is one reason the 
Coffee County Board of Edu- 
cation had to quit bussing into 
city schools; their bus opera- 
ting deficits were coming out 
of other school programs. 

The High School Athletic 
Programs involye bussing pl- 
ayers, band students, pep club, 
etc., to games away from home. 
The football games out of town 
require two busses for football 
players and four busses for 
band. Other groups also need 
busses, in addition to the reg- 
ularly scheduled routes to tr- 
ansport children to and from 
school. 

Time is another factor, sh- 
ould the decision be made to 
buy busses. They must be 
ordered soon for delivery in 
August or September.

County System Drops 
Hauling Elba Students 


The Coffee County School 
Board has for several years 
wrestled with the problems of 
financing the transportation of 
students to school. This has 
led to disputes over which stu- 
dents should go to county sch 
ools and which students skould 
go to city schools. Many par 
ents have lost their temper 
when decisions were made and 
a child was changed from one 
school to another. 

Several weeks ago it was 
announced that the county sys- 
tem would no longer transport 
students for the Enterprise 
School System. At that time 
county school officials expre- 
ssed a faint hope that they 
could or would continue trans- 
porting students to the Elba 
School System. 

It was announced this wee 
by Elba School Superintendent 
Elmer Taylor that he had been 
informed by the county board 
that Elba was in the same 
position as Enterprise - no 
more transportation furnished 
by Coffee County. 

This puts the Elba School 
System in the position of op- 
erating a complete school bus 
system with maintenance shops 
and busses. The letter of ex- 
planation accompaning this an- 
nouncement was written by Dr. 
James Clay and explains what 
is needed and just what it will 
cost for Elba to go into the 
bussing business. 

The first question about this 
matter received by this news- 
paper was -- will the City 
System still take county stu-

“SOMETHING NEW” 


John Richburg, Jr., Dis- 
trict Conservationist and Ri- 
chard Keith, Area Engineer are 
shown inspecting a tile drain 
being installed in the Roy Bar- 
low gully, near the Basin Co- 
mmunity. Tile outlets are a 
new method of removing excess 
water from fields and gullies. 
This method works on a com- 
bination of storing water above 
terraces or dikes, and slowly 
draining out through a flexi- 
ble tile within a 24 hour period. 

This is the first time in 
Cifee County that we have used 
a tile outlet system in recla- 
iming a guily. Mr. Barlow 
states that so far he is well 
pleased with it’s performance. 
Heavy rains have been giving 
it a trial run for the past mon- 
th. 

SCS Engineers designed this 
system using a seriesof small 
dams with stand-pipes to re- 
move stored water. The gully 
walls were sloped by bulldoz- 
ers to a mowable surface 
using excess materials to fill 
in the low places. Two 6” 
lines of plastic tile were pla- 
ced in the bottom of the gully 
to remove the water to an out- 
let area. 


Marion and Kenneth Sanders 
of Roeton Community were the 
first farmers in Coffee County 
to use tile outlets with par- 
allel terraces. Other farmers 
in our county using this tile 
outlet system are Sam Kelley, 
Victoria Community; S. L. 
Waters, and C. R. Henderson 
of Enterprise. 


“ GOOD RYE PRODUCES 
MORE” 


Fred Meachem of the Basin 
Community has good compar- 
ison of Wren’s Abruzzi Rye with 
Elbon Rye growing in the same 
field. Meachem gave out of 
the Abruzzi seed in the middle 
of the field and finished pla- 
nting with Elbon Rye. 

The Abruzzi Rye was much 
taller with wider leaves and 
produced more foliage. This 
is a good example that is pays to 


plant recommended varieties, 
when possible. 

Coffee County farmers have 
done a good job of preventing 
erosion with cover crops this 
year that produced lots of green 
grazing for livestock.
